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Law of Gravity is better adaptcd for holding the Parts 
of each Body in a proper Union, while it perpetuates 
the Motions in the great Syftem about the Sun, and 
preferves the Revolutions in the lefier Syftems nearly 
regular •, and the Author concludes with obferving, 
that a remarkable geometrical Simplicity is often 
found in the Conclufions that are derivcd from it.
